BT. Lows, Jan. ,81.—"Throe steamers 


have gone down already, and goodness 
knows what other damage is likely to be 
done," said the harbor commissioner this 
morning. "The ice gorge is breaking up 
and thare is likely to be serious results." 


Tho river has risen five feet since Sun- 


day, and a fopt ond half since yesterday. 
It rose three inches this morning between 
nine and ten o'clock.

Judge Smith Refuses Westbrook a 


Mew Trial and Fanes Sen- 
• 


tence on £be Prisoner. 


Friday, March 80, Fixed as the 


Day of Execution. 


In tbe presence of a large crowd at 1] 


o'clock this forenoon, Judge Smith de- 
livered his decision, refusing William E 
Westbrook a new trial and sentencing 
him to be hanged on March 30, for the 
murder of William Gross at Blue Mount 
on July 2,1887. 


THE ABffDMBOT. 


The circuit court room was crowdei 


Tuesday afternoon for nearly five hours 
to hear the arguments of counsel on the 
motion for a new trial in the William E 
Westbrook case, the defendant having 
been found guilty of the murder of Will 
iam Gross, at Blue Mound July 2, of last 
year, the penalty fixed by the' jury being 
death by hanging. Every chair in the 
room was occupied, and people had to 
stand near the 'door and at the sides ol 
the room. SeveriU baliffs brought West- 
brook into the room, and placed him 
near the attorneys' table, where hia broth 
er was sitting. The bailiffs sat at the re.'.r 
of the prisoner to prevent his possible 
escape. Judge Smith was on the bench 
to hear the nrgrunient, Judge Wilkin oc- 
cupying a chair near him. Inside the 
bar were about Stteen ladies who listened 
attentively to the speeches.; 
• ' 
. - 


Attorney I. B. Mills made the only nr- 


eument for the defense. It consumed 
over three hours time and was a strong 
appeal, an exhaustive presentation of the 
law bearing on the case and an able argu- 
ment throughout. He argued that the 
court erred in admitting1 the alleged dy- 
ing statement of Gross to the jury, quot- 
ing decisions of the supreme court in 
support of hia proposition; Mr. Mills 
further argued that the alleged dying 
statement and the testimony of Dr. 
Harvey who swora that Gross said to 
him, "I went up to Westbrook, spoke to 
him, and he turned around and stabbed 
me," were inconsistent with the account 
of the affray ns told by witnesses for the 
prosecution. Ho also pronounced it very 
singular that no one biid been introduced 
by the People to corroborate Dr. Harvey, 
although the Doctor had testified that 
there were several other parties in the 
room at the time. He reviewed the evi- 
dence at some length, placing considera- 
ble stress on the inconsistency of the 
People's testimony with inference to what 
Gross is alleged to have said about the 
affray. The attorney had nothing to say 
against the jury. He believed it to have 
>een an exceptional jury; and yet he be- 
ieved that the whisky influence had per- 
iaps unconsciously got into the box. In 
ihe outset the People had asked the first 
uryman examined if he was a whisky or 
omperance man, but there was but one 
nterrogation of that kind. Mr. Mills 
said he felt convinced in his own mind 
Jiat the whisky influence had „ come to 
he surface in this cuse as it had in many 
ithers. He appealed to the court in 
ouohing words to balance evenly the 
cales of jnstice for the young man who 
was without friends and without money. 
in closing Mr. Mills asserted that he had 
he affidavits of three witnesses who heard 
>ne of the jurymen, Michael GavanauRh, 
declare before the trial of the case that 
fleatbrook ought to be hanged. The 
ourt had subpoenas issued at once for 
he parties, that they might be brought 
into court forthwith. , 
' 


State's Attorney Vail stoutly resisted 


he motion in a speech of half an hour's 
luration, urging that the verdict was just 
.nd should stand. He pointed out alleged 
mistakes Mr, Mills had made in his argu- 
ment, closing with an earnest appeal to 
et the verdict stand. Mr. Buckingham 
welt briefly on the condition of Grose at 
he time his statement was taken, sbow- 
ne that there was every evidence that he 
might die shortly. He also held that the 
verdict was just and should remain un- 
altered. 


ALC, ABOUT A JUBYMAN. 


The arguments being concluded the 


xrart called up William McGoodwin, 
Stephen W. Burkham. arid Albert Mc- 
Goodwin, who had made affidavits that 
hey had heard Michael Oavanaugh, one 
of the jurymeu, express an opinion as to 
he guilt of the prisoner. The Judge 
didn't call for the affidavits. He h^d the 
lartiee sworn and then had them put in 
eparate rooms during the examination, 
William McGoodwic, the father of Al, 
tated that, one night- early in January 
3avanaugh and Burkham came to hie- 
louse, comim? in .to get out ot the rain. 
Chey retKained there till nearly 12 o'clock. 
There were also present Al McGoodwin 
and his white wife, Malindn. All the 
parties sat around the stove and talked 
dbout gambling, murder oases and Mrs. 
Woodworth. Mr. Cavanaugh stated that 
IB had been drawn to serve on tbe jury 
at the present term of court, when Al 
spoke up and said something about the 
murder cases that would come up. Cav- 
anaugh spoke up and said he didn't 
want to serve on a murder case and 
would like to hear about the coses BO he 
couldn't serve. 
He knew something 


about the Maroa ease. Al McGoodwin, 
who ha i read the account of the Blue 
Mound case in the papers, proceeded to 
relate the account as he read it. At the 
conclusion of tbe narative Cavanaugh 
said: "D—n him, he ought to be hanged." 
The old man added tliat after further 
discussion all agreed that Westbrook 
should be hanged, unless some -evidence 
to break down the story was introduced. 
Mr. Bnrkhaia was then called in. He 
did n't appear to know what had been 
said at the McGoodwin house that night, 
because" he said he was talking most of 
the time to Al's wife. There was some 
talk about a murder case, but he thought 
it was the Maroa affrc.y. On'cross-exam- 
ination it was brought out that Burk- 
ham had been working for Cavanaugh, 
and that since' the trial, the witness had 
made two contradictory affidavits, one 
for the prosecution and one for the de- 
fense, neither of which it appeared the 
witness had, read, but he hod sworn to 
both and affixed his signature. Al Mc- 
Goodirin was next called in. He gave a 
detailed account of the conversation, and 
corroborated hia father's story of what 
CavanBugh had said wjth remarkable cor- 
rectneks. In no particular-did the father 
and son contradict each other. Al eaic 
that during the trial when he saw thai 
Cavanam;h was on the jury he had casu- 
ally spoken of what Mike had eaid at his 
house, and after the trial he had accoetec 
Mike, telling him he lad done what he 
said in wold. Judge Snath hanlod Al 
orcr ttwwl. Tiweon-ly, S^aag him to 


tell now ofteii h«> Md bean todietoa and 
Sow many times he had beon in jaiL 


Court adjourned to 8:30 a. m. to-day 


•without rendering a decision. 


THE CLOSDJQ BrotDINTS. 


The morning hour waa spent in a state- 


ment by Mr. Mills concerning the arrest 
at Oolfax, 111., on yesterday, of the wit- 
ness, John Bigler, whom the defense hac 
not been able to find. The introduction 
of witnesses to impeach the veracity o 
the McGoodwins, who had filed affidavits 
against the juror Cavanaugh, followec 
after which Mr. Mills made the conclud 
ing argument, and then the court sus- 
pended for a few minutes, while Judge 
Smith retired to a jury room with an 
armful of books and, ominously propheti 
of the result, an almanac. The conr 
room was crowded to its utmost capacity 
many ladies being present, when thi 
judge resumed the bench and began the 
delivery of his opinion, which consumed 
about twenty minutes of time. He com 
plimented the attorneys ot both sides o 
the case for the able manner in whicl 
they had discharged the?" duty, dwellini 
especially on the zeal, learning, patience 
and 'ability of the counsel for the defense 
He spoke in complimentary terms of the 
jury, and said that a better one had never 
sat in Macon county. He disposed o 
the attack upon juror Oavanaugh by say- 
ing that it came from "an unclean crowd 
a foul nest, not entitled to credence.' 
Upon the main question involved in the 
motion f$ a new trial—the alleged erroi 
in admitting as evidence the dying state- 
ment of Gross—Judge Smith dwelt al 
length, saying that he could not perceive 
that there had been an error. He then 
formally denied the motion for a new 
trial and proceeded to pass sentence in 
the folldwing language: . 


THE SENTENCE. 


William E. Weatbrook, stand up. The 


sentence, of the court is that you be taken 
to the county jail of Macon county and 
be there securely confined until the 30th 
day of March next, and that on the said 
30th day of March you be hung by the 
neck until you are dead, and that you 
pay the costs of this prosecution. 


HOW HE TOOK IT. 


Bailiffs Dillehunt and Harris took the 


condemned man over to the county jail 
and locked him up. He was nervy to the 
last, with but 69 days to live. On leav- 
ing the court room several temperance 
Sadies stepped up to the prisoner and 
told him to put his trust in God. He re- 
plied "I will." He walked over to the 
jail without faltering, and trotted up the 
stone steps and went behind the bars 
with a firm step. The young man will 
change his manner in a few hours when 
IB realizes that the day of execution is 
close at hand. 


WESTBBOOK'S HOPE. 


The attorneys for the defense say they 


hey will apply at once to one of the 
Supreme Court Judges for a anpcrse- 
leas to secure a stay of execution u. ti* a 
ecord of the case can be made for sub- 
mission to the full bench of SupKnen 
Court Judges. If the supersedes ir 
granted and the Supreme Court fails to 
grant anew trial, then the t, • hope for 
commutation of sentence t. ; :;prison- 
ment will be with the Governor of the 
state.

We joui noj ed for miles in silenu', but at 


last I became curious about the btmnge 
meanings that seraied to fill the air—some- 
times overhead, sometimes on one tide or tho 
other, sometimes near by, and anon afar oil 
When I asked the young man be looked grave 
and said briefly 


"I'm afraid they mean a blizzard " 
•'My God," cried I in honor, "let us go 


back."

"No use Wo aie over half way there 


now and can only get on as fast as possible." 


Another mile was passed in silence. Tbciv 


one hoi so stumbled and fell to its knees.

slow. Soon the Hist slow, heavy flakes o"f 
snow began to descend.
